Britain and Austria. 


Since the conclusion of peace very little 
has been heard: of Austria; but, within the 
last few days, Austrian affairs have begun 
again to figure in the news. Yesterday it was 
announced that the art treasures of Vienna 


| were to be sold in order to feed the people, 


and to-day we print the report of an inter- | 
|'view with Herr Renner, the Austran 
Chancellqr, in the course of which he made 
@ strong appeal to the British people. 
Herr Renner paints the condition of his 
shrunken Fatherland in the most gloomy 
colours. ‘There is little or no coal in the 
country, ahd a fuel famine is foreshadowed 
for the coming winter. Agreements have 
been made, s true, with the surrounding 
States by virtue of which Austria should 
receive coal supplies, but the Chancellor. 
suggests that these agreements may easily 
be forgotten unless pressure is brought to 
bear by the Allies on the various contract- 
ing parties. Lack of coal has had a 
paralysing effect upon. the few industries 
which Austria possesses. “We are in a 
state of destitution,” 
Renner, “and every 
threatens to bring another im its train. 
It is feared that all provisioning will be- 
come disorganised during the winter 
months. Food will be impossible to obtain 
for want of articles of manufacture, by 
means of which payment may be made to 
purveying States. The civil peace of the 
country consequently hangs by a thread,

of internal disturbances will be almost 
inevitable. Herr Renner is careful to ex- 
plain that his statement must not be 
construed as a veiled threat. He is anxious 
to protect the Austrian “heritage of in- 
tellectual and artistic culture,” and for 
tha. reason ali his efforts ara concentrated 


upon the preservation and furtherance of. 


order in the land. Naturally, he disclaims 
all guilt for his country; but, on the 
whole, his statement bears the stamp of 
sincerity. 

Herr Renner's appeal is directed in the ' 
main towards the British nation. Eng- 
land, he affiins, had much sympathy with 
the old Austria ; why, therefore, should she 
be hostile to the new? In the eyes of 
starving Austria the daily life of the 
Briton seems to be characterised by 
“fabulous superiluity.” We cannot quite

agree with Herr Renner in this respect, 
although .we realise that his people are 
| suffering very great privations. He is 
chiefly concerned with the maintenance of 
coal supplies to,Austria, Britain, he thinks, 
can be of great help to Austria by bringing 
her influence to bear on Germany, Poland, 
and Czecho-Slovakia, who have promised 
coal, but whose promises have never been 
fulfilled.

Why should English industry - 


It is more than 
likely, ‘therefore, that some efforts will be 
made to alleviate her distress. - In the 
case Of Germany. however, there is no 
such sympathy, and, while Herr Renner's 
proposal to send large numbers. of

courtesy: Yesterday, at a meeting of the 
Council of the Dublin Industrial Associa- | 
tion, a letter was read from a correspon- 
dent in Berlin. ‘This gentleman enclosed 
a copy of a paper issued by the German 
Foreign Office, which dealt in detail with | 
the possibilities of German-Irish trade. 
He also stated that Germany was anxious 
to get Irish “produce, and added that 
“skilled German labotrr would be avail- 
able, as conditions in Germany make 
emigration on a Jarge scale almost inevit- 
able. n “In Ireland,” he — continued, 

“ while capital is abundant, technical skill 
is not readily procurable in. many trades, 
and the possibility of utilising the high | 
technical ability of such workers is a 
matter for consideration.” His optimism, 
or impudence, prevented him frm adding 
that it was a matter for instant rejection. 
Irishmen have not forgotten the Leinster 
yet, and we make beld to prophesy that 
“a Berlin correspondent’ will n¢t find 
a. very sympathetic audience for his 
cool proposal. The industrial welfare 
of this country must be promoted 
by Irishmen, and any attempt at a 
peaceful penetration of Ireland. , by the 
Germans must be resisted with the utmost 
strength. Ireland has no use for-German 
worknien, The question of our trade with 
Germany is a matter for the Government 
to consider. Doubtless, in the course of 
time, trading will be resutmed, and ships

find ‘themselves once more “in their 
element.”

‘The gentle and prevalent art of “ pro- 
fiteering ” jn houses has- called a War 
Rents League into existence, and the 
Prime Minister has expressed his sym- 
pathy with its efforts. he rents of houses 
and shops do not come within the scope of 
the.“ Profiteering’’ Act. We are per- 
mitted to hope, however; that the Govern- 
ment is willing to repair this omission 
if the necessity is brought home to it.

LOSS TO BRITISH SHIPPING. 
| In various ways, says The Times Shipping 
Correspondent, the sailway strike is unfavpur- 
ably affecting British shippings. Already the 
offer of a large amoupt of American tonnage— 
some 30,000 tons—to carry grain from Argentina 
to the Continent, has depressed the rate of 
freight. Now that more tonnage will become 
available, because if is not employed in British 
trade, the Continenth!l rite may not unnaturally 
decline further.

THE GOVERNMENT’S PROPOSALS. 
As there has been some misrepreseutation 
of the proposals made by the Government,

6.—Should there be a reduction in the cost. 
of living below .110 per cent. in accordance

MR. THOMAS’S THREAT. 

A mass meeting of railwaymen took place | 
yesterday morning upon Clapham Common, 
there being several thousands of strikers pre- 
sent. The men were addressed by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, M.P., and Mr, J. Bromley (Loco- 
motive Engineers). ae Je 

‘Mr. Thomas referred to the criticism which 
was now being voiced concerning his action in 
the dispute, and bitterly remarked: ‘‘ When 
I was struggling fo peace I was a hero, bat 
now I am quite the opposite, because, having 
tried for peace, I have refused to desert ‘my . 
own class ' (cheers). . 

Proceeding, Mr. Thomas said that the. Go- i 


-vernment knew that if they could beat. the 


railwaymen it would be an easy matter to. 
beat the rest. “We are not going to be 
beaten,' he vehemently declared, amid loud 
cheers. He complained that the cm © the 
verbatim report of tb“ conference at Downing | 
street, which had been supplied to him, was | 
not complete. ' The report does not con- 
tain one-tenth of what was said,' he affirmed. 
“The row between Geddes and myself is de- 
leted. Why! Because they do not want the 
public to realise that I was the man struggling 
for peace, and these were the people“*who 
were struggling for war, 

He was, he continued, endeavouring to 
limit the questions of the dispute to one single 
issue, “i he would take the responsibility 
of saying that the strike could finish now on 
one ám F pag and that was the standardising 
ap of all grades of railwaymen. If the Go- 
vernment thought it right tor the drivers and 
the firemen to be standarised up, what right 
had they to say to othe: grades that they 
must be standardised down. What right had 
they to insult the other grades in the railway 
service’ To their credit, the locomotive men 
had stood by them (cheers). 

The Government were saying that this was 
war against society. “I have warned them 
ail through,’’ said Mr, Thomas, “' that if it 
is the responsibility is theirs. I say to the 
‘iovernment do they realise that they are let- 
ting loose passions which it may be difficult 
to control? I have refused the offer of other 
Trade Unions to call their men out. I have 
refused the ‘buemen and the tramwaymen, I 
have refused the electricians, but I am not 
going to continne to do so now that I am 
driven to this fight, and my back is to the 
wall” (loud cheers). In conclusion, Mr. 
Tho: 08 @ pealed to the strikers to avoid any- 
thing in the me of disorderly conduct which 
could watrant the calling out of the military, 

Mr. Bremley, who followed, said :—* The 
whole thing is over so far as victory is con- 
cerned. Take no notice of the fact that here 
and there a long distance train gets through, 
They make no more difference to the situa- 
tion than does a silk handkerchief in a down.
